Justices okay 
party switch 


The U.S. Supreme Court 
last week overturned an Illinois 
law that required voters 
changing party affiliations to 
switch 23 months before a 
primary election. 

“It substantially restricts a 
voter's freedom,’’ Justice 
Potter Stewart said for the 7-2 
majority. Dissenters were 
William H. Rehnquist and 
Harry A. Blackmun. 

The state argued that the law 
was needed to . prevent 
“raiding,” in which members.of 
one party vole in the primary of 
another party to distort. the 
outcome. Stewart 
acknowledged. the court has 
approved an 11-month waiting 
period in New York, but said 
that state does not lock voters 
into one party as did the Illinois 
law.

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Last pre-playoff Illinois state 
grid season comes to an end

The traditional: Turkey Day 
clash between the East St. Louis 
Flyers, and_ the. Maroons. of 


Belleville-West ended as it. 


began back in 1916, with. East 
St. Louis winning. The Flyers 
posted their 45th _ victory 
Thursday over the Maroons by 
a score of 22-16, 

Since both Southwestern 
Conference powerhouses en- 
tered the game with identical 5- 
0-1 conference records, the 
annual event also decided the 
1973 conference ‘championship. 

The final clash between the 
two ended an era of tradition to 
make Way for an’ era of 
progress, It:begins next year’ 
when the Tllinois High School 
Association initiates -a state 
championship foothall playoff. 

It is scheduled to start at the 
conclusion of the ninth week of 
the 1974 season and to be 
completed, no later than the 
fourth Saturday in November. 

Pla} offs will be conducted in 
five classes, 1A to 5A, 
producing, five separate 
champions. 

Five 16-team brackets,  in- 
volving a total of 80 teams, will 
be struttured for: the playoff 
series, based on the average 
enrollment of schools in the 
conference. 

Each of the five classes will 
consist of teams in 13 statewide 
conferences, with each con- 
ference champion earning a 
berth in the playoffs. 

In addition, at-large teams 
to complete 16-team brackets— 
will be selected in each class 
from among __ independent 
schools and-or ‘conference 
runners-up. 

The Southwestern Con- 
ference, which includes GCHS 
South, with an average per- 
school enrollment of 2,821, 
will be in Class Sa along with 
conferences of © similar 
enrollment size. 

These include Mini Eight 
(2,048); Big Nine (2,162); Mid- 
Suburban (2,198); Upstate 
Eight (2,614); Central Subur- 
ban-North (2,647); Central 
Suburban-South (2,721); Des 
Plaines Valley (2,734); SICA- 
West Central (2,841); Western 
Big Six (3,019); West Suburban 
(3,109); SICA-North Central 
(3,694); and Surburban League 
(4,115), 

Since there are no schools on 
the independent list with an 
enrollment large enough to 
qualify for Class 5a, three at- 
large teams will be selected 
from the participating con: 
ferences to round out the 
tourney. 

GCHS-North is in Class 4a of 
independents along with 
Belleville Althoff and Macortb. 

Madison High joins 12 other 
schools to comprise the Class 3A 
independent list; this includes 
Alton Marquette, which had a 
near-perfect record this year, 9- 
O-1. 

At-large teams will be 
selected by the IHSA on 
recommendations from_ its 
football advisory committee. 


To’ receive strong con- 
sideration, independents must 
meet mimimum (80 per cent) 
won-lost requirements. 

If there. were to be playoffs 
this year, powerful Evanston, if 
it were the champion of the 
huge (enrollment _ wise) 
‘Suburban League, would face 
the challenge of 10 suburban 
and two downstate conference 
champions in the Class 5A title 


race, 

Pittsfield, an independent 
whose state-record winning 
streak was snapped at 64-in the 
second game of this year, could 
be selected as an at-large team 
in Class 3A. Tiny Neporset, with 
an enrollment of 88, could be 
playing for the Class 1A ti 
representing a conference 
an average enrollment of 136, 

Some. schools listed as in- 
dependents this year may be 
members of established con- 
ferences in 1974, while others 
are expected to band together to 
form new conferences or add 
football to an existing con- 
ference athletic structure. 

Don Deterding, athletic 
coordinator at GChS North, told 
the Press-Record, ‘‘We are too 
small in enrollment for the 
Southwestern Conference and 
too large for the Mississippi 
Valley Conference. 

“We've seriously considered 
forming a new conference 
among the independents in this 
area, but at the same time we 
are going to talk to several 
other conferences about ac- 
ceptance.”” 

Madison High School Coach 

Al Vonder Haar thinks, “‘They 

should realign all the con- 
ferences. Each conference 
should consist only of schools 
with similar enrollment size. 

“Some schools have already 
sent letters to other in- 
dependents wanting to form 
their own conference to insure a 
team in the state playoffs.”” 

Murney Lazier, head coach at 
Evanston High, says,‘‘We've 
been for the playoffs all along 
because I see them as a positive 
thing. Kids need motivation to 
excel and to continue to com- 
pete every year. There's no 
question the playoffs will add 
interest to high school football.”’ 

Dennis Heiman, head coach at 
Pittsfield, which had its 64- 
victory string snapped by arch- 
rival. Winchester, remarked, 
“One thing that bothers me is 
that we're an independent 
school (enrollment 500) and 
we'll have to be outstanding to 
make the playoffs as an in- 
dependent ‘wild card’ team. 

“We're searching for a 
conference to join, but that 
presents problems. We're too 
big for the conference in our 
area, and too small for leagues 
elsewhere.”” 

Playoff games, except for the 
finals, will be assigned to the 
school of one of the competing 
teams. 

Pairings for preliminary 
games will be on a geographic 
basis to minimize travel. 

But in no case will two

The playoffs have rai 
question—what “happens .in 
event of a tied game?’ 

The IHSA has developed a 
system of breaking ties for all 
playoff games in order to insure 
winners. 

With the score tied at the end 
of regulation time, a coin toss 
will be held, with the winner 
given its choice of playing on 
offense or defense first. 

The offensive team will have 
possession of the ball, first down 
and goal to go on the opponent’s 
10-yard-line, with four downs in 
which to score. 

After one team scores, loses 
possession, or completes its 
four downs, the opposing team 
will be given, the ‘same op- 
portunity to'score from the 10- 
yard-line. 

The same end of the field is to 
be used for both sets of downs. 
The team scoring the most 
points in the overtime is 
declared the winner. 

Should the score remain tied 
at the end of one overtime, 
succeeding identical overtime 
periods will be played until a 
winner is determined. 

Should a defenseve team 
intercept a pass and return in to 
score, or gain points in any 
other manner, the game will be 
ended upon completion of the 
extra point attempt. 

Some feel that the “no tie 
system” should be picked up by 
conferences to insure a con- 
ference champion, instead of a 
tie for first place, as would have 
been the case with East St. 
Louis and Belleville West had 
there been no Thanksgiving 
Day confrontation — or a tie 
game—this year. 

Maine West Coach Jim 
Morel, whose team had the 
distinction of being involved in 
the first known overtime game 
in Illinois, said, “It could “40 a 
lot more for the game. There 
will be more fan participation, 
like in other sports, because you 
know there would be an even- 
tual winner and loser.” 

Whatever the more than 65 
statewide conferences and the 
independent teams decide— 
whether or not to adopt the tie- 
breaking rule—the possibility is 
there that the Quad-City area 
could produce not just one, but 
three state football champions 
in 1974. However, the odds are 
great against more than one 
champion eleven in most 
geographic areas.

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Two-month bonus kx 
on 1973 hunting, 
fishing licenses 


Hunters, trappers and 
fishermen who bought a 1973 
license to pursue their sports 
got more of a bargain than they 
knew 

‘The licenses, which normally 
would expire on Jan. 31, have 
been extended to run for an 
extra two months, not expiring 
until March 31, 1974. 

‘The change was made in an 
amendment to the state fish and 
game code, passed by the 
legislature at the last session 
and newly signed into law by 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 

In the future, hunting, fishing 
and trapping licenses will again 
be good only for 12 months, 
running from April 1 through 
March 31. But this time, during 
the changeover, holders of '73 
licenses’ get a bonus. 

Jobn Warren, in. the Infor- 
mation and Education Section 
of. the State “Conservation 
Department, said the change 
was ‘one which had been sup- 
ported by the department, since 
it makes the hunting and fishing 
licenses conform more to the 
actual seasons in which they are 
used. 

The 1974 hunting season will 
get under way with the opening 
of the turkey season in April, 
and hunters ‘planning to go out 
for wild turkeys will have to 
have a 1974 license. 

Not affected by the change 
are fish dealers’ licenses, and 
fish permits which are required 
for a large range of 
operations—including taxid- 
ermists, acquarium operators, 
breeders and the like. All 
operate on a year-round basis 
rather than the seasonal ac- 
tivities of the sport fisherman. 

Since accounting procedures 
had previously been geared to a 
Jan. 31 expiration date, and 
since the activities covered by 
these permits go on all year- 
round, Warred said, it ‘was felt 
that nothing would be gained— 
and extra’ expense in changing 
accounting proceedures would 
be incurred—by changing these 
dates.

Higher realtor 
requirements 


Minimum standards for .real 
éstate licensure have been 
raised, Dr. Dean Barringer, 
director of the state Depart- 
ment of Registration and 
Education, said last week. 

Dr. Barringer said the new 
Real Estate Brokers and 
Salesmen License Act requires 
registrants: to have. a high 
school or equivalent dégree. 

Salesman. applicants must 
show-evidence of 30 classroom 
hours in-real estate subjects or 
real estate related courses 
during two years of secondary 
education. 

Broker applicants must 
have a baccalaureate degree, 
including a minor in real estate 
courses or 90 classroom hours in 
real estate related subjects. 

Replacing the act of 1921, the 
new law provides: 


Expansion of the Real 
Estate Examining Committee 
from five to seven members! 

—Appointment of a com- 
missioner of the department's 
real estate section to act as a 
non-voting member of the Real 
Estate Examing Committee. 

—Establishment of a Real 
Estate Recovery Fund to 
compensate persons who have 
lost. money by misrepresen- 
tation or deceit by real estate 
registrants. 

—Provision for voluntary 
inactive status and for 
reregistration procedures. 

Barringer said, “Each person 
applying for an original cer- 
tificate or registration must 
appear for a written 
examination to determine 
competency and __ trust- 
worthiness to safeguard the 
interests of the public.”

Extensive woodland 
in Madison County

There are 26,199 acres of 
woodland in Madison County, 
according to the 1969 census of 
agriculture. This year, 52,125 
tree seedlings were sold. in 
Madison County from two 
nurseries of the Illinois Division 

of Forestry. 

Woodland crops respond to 
good management practices the 
same as other farm crops. 
Many people prefer wooded 
sites on which to build new 
houses. 

Forestry and tree planting 
topics will be discussed by John 
Churan, district forester of the 
Illinois Division of Forestry, at 
a meeting Wednesday, Dec. 12, 
at 7:30 p.m. at the Farm Bureau 
building in Edwardsville. 
Everyone -interested is invited 
to this informational meeting. 

Churan Will .provide in- 
formation on the use of state 
nursery tree seedlings, plan- 
ting, preparations, methods and 
technique, legal restrictions, 
species availability and 
suitability, spacing, care and 
handling of stock and ordering 
information. 

Based on questions from the 
audience. he will , provide 
specific information on general 
hardwood forestry, windbreaks, 
Christmas trees, walnut, and 
any related forestry topics. 

Dale Sherrard of SCS will 
discuss soils characteristics as 
related to forestry, and Lee 
Rogers of ASCS will discuss 
REAP status as related to tree 
planting. Program coordinator 
is Warren Bundy. 

Price lists and application 
blanks for state seedling trees 
and conservation shrubs are 
,available now at the county 
offices of Extension, ASCS, and 
SCS. 

The Illinois Division of 
Forestry makes these plants 
available for reforestation and 
conservation purposes, but 
their use as shade, landscaping.

Granite City Steel last week 
received its first load of scrap 
steel from St. Louis under a 
Tecycling plan involving that 
city and Union Electric Co. The 
local mill expects to get 15, to 20 
fons of.ferrous trash daily. 

Vice President Donald F. 
Cairns described it as the first 
U. S. total solid waste resource 
recovery system, showing that 
“refuse can be both recycled 
and converted into energy.” 

Scrap steel has been recycled 
for years at GC Steel basic 
oxygen furnaces. This is 
the first time it has been 
remelted in blast furnaces, 
where pig iron is processed for 
Production of steel.

Bar praises 
withdrawal 
of election 


Legislators were praised 
during the weekend by tne 
president of the Illinois State 
Bar Association, William P. 
Sutter, Chicago, for their with- 
drawal of a call for a referen- 
dum 

The ballot proposal, if af- 
firmed by the public, would 
have made the retention of 
judges subject to election on a 
political ballot every time they 
run. 

The referendum was of- 
ficially withdrawn by a vote of 
the Ilinois House of 
Representatives Nov. 13 
following a similar decision 
several days before by the 
majority of members of the 
Senate. 

Sutter emphasized that “the 
judicial system in [llinois had 
been saved from the cloak of 
politics, which every judge in 
the state would have worn if 
voters had approved such a 
referendum next year, 

“Justice as we know it today 
would not Have existed or im- 
proved, and would have become 
political football." He added: 

“IT wish to call special at- 
tention to the dedicated efforts 
of State Treasurer Alan J. 
Dixon, State Senators Edward 
McBroom (R-Kankakee), Dawn 
Clark Netsch (D-Chicago) and 
Stanley B. Weaver (R-Urbana), 
State Representatives George 
H. Ryan Sr. (R-Kankakee) and 
Brian B. Duff (R-Wilmette), as 
well as former Governor 
Richard B. Ogilvie. 

“Their outspoken opposition 
helped kill the legislation to 
restore politics in the retention 
of judges.”” 

hope that as the result of 
this second study of the chaotic 
effects such a referendum 
would have on the judicial 
system, there will never again 
be another effort to have such 
an issue placed before the 
residents of Illinois.” : 

Under the present system, 
judges are elected under the 
party label only the first time 
they seek office, and then are 
subject to retention by the 
public on a non-partisan basis, 
on the merits of how they have 
conducted themselves while 
holding their judgeships.

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Q. Is there any chance that 
the workers laid. off in the 
Highway Department will get 
rehired?—Kincaid. 

A. Of course I don’t know 
the answer to every specific 
situation because I can’t follow 
every person who is laid off 
from a state job. But, I can say 
something about the general 
situation in the Department of, 
Transportation. I believe that 1 
am the first governor in a long 
time in this state that came into 
office and said: “We are not 
going to add people to the 
Department of Transportation. 
We're going to reduce the size of 
the department.” 

We have reduced jobs in that 
department by over 1.000 since I 
took office, Total state employ- 
ment for Aug. 3] this year was 
down by 4,000 jobs compared 
to Aug. 31 last year. I don’t like 
to fire people, and I don’t like to 
see people lose their jobs with 
government. But, in-my opinion, 
my first obligation is not to the 
people who work for govern- 
ment, but to the taxpayers of 
this state. The bureaucracy of 
government has been growing 
because most elected officials 
find it is easier to add jobs and 
give out patronage than it is to 
go the other way and be 
criticized for laying off -people. 
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Since we plan to reduce the 
size of the Department of 
Transportation further, I don’t 
see any prospect for the depart- 
ment to rehire people whose 
services have been terminated. 
My advice to those who have 
been laid off is to apply for 
Positions in other state agencies 
and branches of government 
where there might be openings. 

Q. Is there a possibility the 
government can provide paths 
alongside highways for bicyclists 
and walkers? With traffic being 
as heavy as it is today, it is not 
very safe to ride or walk on our 
highways. I would like to see the 
government make Illinois a 
better place for a walker? 
—Kincaid. 

A. As one who walked 
12,000 miles in our state, you 
could hardly get me to disagree 
with that statement. Seriously, I 
would like to see more walk- 
ways and bicycle-ways in our 
state. The problem is one of 
expense in providing 
additional paths. 

Although [ am an avid 
walker, I love bicycling too. 
Unfortunately, I recently had to 
veto a bill that authorized the 
construction of  bicycle-ways 
simply because we did not have 
enough money. Lack of funds is 
our problem in this matter as 
well as others, We just don't 
have enough money to provide 
everything that all of us would 
like

Food inhalation sixth 
in accidental deaths

As the holiday season ap- 
proaches, most families look 
forward to a time of festivities 
and happiness. Careless eating 
and drinking habits may, 
however, suddenly change 
celebration to tragedy. 

Food inhalation—when food 
goes into the windpipe instead 
of being swallowed correctly— 
is the sixth leading cause of 
accidental death in the United 
States, 

Most cases occur during 
holiday seasons when people 
are apt to be partying more 
than usual. 

At least 200 people die from 
food inhalation each year. Many 
others involved ‘in these 
mishaps are listed as ‘apparent 
heart attack” victims. Since the 
symptoms resemble those of a 
heart attack, the term ‘‘cafe 
coronary” has been coined. 

When improperly chewed or 
swallowed food blocks the 
windpipe and makes breathing 
impossible, a ‘‘cafe coronary” 
occurs. Excessive alcohol 
drinking and poorly ‘fitting 
denture can both lead to im- 
proper chewing. 

Children may also have food

inhalation accidents. ‘hose who 
don’t have enough teeth to chew 
well may choke on hard candy, 
popcorn and peanuts. And food 
inhalation may occur if children 
run around while eating. 

The American Red Cross, in 
its “First Aid Textbook,’’ 
recommends the following 
when someone chokes on food: 

1. Let the victim attempt to 
cough up the object. At this 
Point, don't probe your fingers 
in his throat or you may push 
the object farther down. 

Tf the victim is a child, turn 
him upside down and smack 
him on the back between the 
shoulder blades. 

2. Don’t distract the victim 
from his attempt to cough and 
breathe effectively by showing 
alarm or by asking him 
questions. 

3. Take him to a physician or 
the nearest hospital emergency 
ward, unless the object is ex- 
pelled, even though symptoms 
subside. 

While emergency care may 
lessen the numben of food 
inhalation fatalities, the best 
solution to the problem is 
prevention. 

The three major causes— 
excessive use of alcohol or other 
drugs, improperly fitting 
dentures, and gulping large 
pieces of food—are all 
avoidable.”

Living with energy 


crisis this winter : 


By CATHERINE R, MAUCK 
Madison County Extension 
Adviser-Home Economics 

President Nixon’s recent 
television speech made the 
energy crisis more real to all 
Americans. His request to lower 
furnace thermostats by ‘at 
least six degrees hit home with 
many people. 

Ronald Raetzman, University 
of Illinois Extension housing 
specialist, has a number of 
other tips to help conserve 
energy this winter. They'll also 
help lower electri¢ and gas bills. 

He suggests turning off the 
heat in spare rooms and closing, 
doors to them, glthough their 
temperature shouldn't go below 
40 degrees. 

He also cautions against 
closing more than one-third of 
all the registers in a warm-air 
heating system. The return air 
grilles shouldn't be closed, 
either. 

Doors to the outdoors should 
be closed except for use, and 
this includes doors between the 
house and'an attached garage. 
Any heated garages should be 
fully insulated and maintained 
at the lowest practical tem- 
perature. 

If you have a basement that's 
used for other than storage, 
insulate the walls and windows 
against heat loss, Raetzman 
adds. If the basement is used 
only for storage, the floor above 
should be insulated and the 
basement kept at the lowest 
practical temperature. 

If you have crawl-space, the 
vents should be closed in winter 
unless the heating unit is 
located there or there's a 
moisture problem. If a vent 
can’t be closed, a closure panel 
can be inserted from the out- 
side. 


If live-in a mobile hone, 
skirt boards should bp tntalied 


moderate and you ‘have gas’ 


heat, the ceiling and wall in- 
sulation should be 3.5-inches 
thick. If you have electric héat, 
the éeiling insulation shéuki be 
inches, thick and” the weal 
insulation 3.5 inches, thick.

Later data from the American 
Tron and Steel. Institute emphasized 
that steel firms are yenpeted to do 
whatever they can “‘to help insure 
that the present situation does not 
have a. disastrous impact on the 
economy.”’ 

Itis well to note also, though, that 
fuel oil cutbacks to the steel industry 
id | general can have serious 
consequences for other major 
industries and for the economy. For

Steel is involved in all these 
activities. It is the basic material 
weed in acter eet fesight cars, 
ships, bridges and pipelines.

Millions of tons of steel go into food 
cans and shipping containers Steel is 
indispensable in. construction of 
electric generators, mining of coal, 
drilling of oj] and. gas wells, 
construction of oi] réfineries and 
trans tion of oil, gas and coal. 

Al the steel industry uses 
less than one per cent of the total U. 
S. fuel oil supply, this.oil is largely 
consumed in such vital as 
reheating, ‘heat. treatment and 
annealing, ‘AISI points out.

It has corhe to our attention 
that Senstor Stuart Symington 
has written you urging that the 
recently pri master plan 
for Lambert Field be approved 
by the Pepartment of Tran- 
sportation and completed 
before any action is taken with 
respect.to approval of a site 
near. Columbia-Waterloo,  Ill., 
for a new air carrier airport for 
the .$t. Lovis region, “as 
Proposed by the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area’ -Airport 
Authority (the Authority’) 

As you'know, the Authority’s 
application has been pending 
before the Department of 
Transportation-Federal Avi: 
ation Administration (“DOT”) 
for many months. 

Over the past three years, the 
DOT has been asked time and 
time again by various Missouri 
officials to delay making a 
decision on the Authority's 
application so that one last 
study could be made to find a 
Suitable site in Misgouri. 

Each time delay was granted, 
and each-time the additional 
review and study (whether by 
R. Dixon, Speas Association, 
Northrép Airport Developrient 
Corporation, McDonhell 
Douglas, consultants for the 
Lambert 2000 Plan, Tippetts- 
Abbett-MeCarthy-Stratton | or 
others), merelyconfirmed that 
Lambert ‘connot feasibly be 
expanded from either a 
technical or environmental 

int, and that:there is no 
feasible alternative to the 
Proposed new site near 
Columbia-Waterloo. 

Now, you are asked again for 
Gn ‘more delay—so that the 
Lambert master plan can be 
completed and Lambert's 
ultimate capacity can again be 
determined. 

Such delay can serve no 
useful purpose. 

It has already been deter. 
mined that Lambert cannot 
meet the area’s long-term 
needs; there is no reason to 
study this further.

It is now time for the DOT to 
take affirmative action on the 
Authority’s proposal. Further 
delay is not in the public in- 
terest. 

‘It should be remembered that 
the local communities and 
governmental units have 
continuously been involved in 
the project. 

As you know, two sets of 
hearings have been held con- 
cerning the proposed airport 
(one under the direction of the 
FAA Regional Director), and a 
special representative of the 
DOT held a series of meetings 
with local government officials. 

Moreover, the project was 
thoroughly analyzed by the 
area-wide planning agency 
before being approved by it. 

In contrast, the referendum 
held in Missouri neither fairly 
presented the facts to the voters 
nor gave them reasonable 
options from which to ‘choose. 

It is our understanding that 
Senator Symington indicated 
that costs for development of a 
new airport at Columbia- 
Waterloo would far exceed 
those for expansion of Lambert 
Field. 

Even assuming that Lambert 
Field could be expanded for 
long-term use, we believe his 
statement is not.supported by 
the facts. 

Tippetts-Abbett-McCarthy- 
Stratton estimates that it would 
cost $515,000,000 just to expand 
Lambert to handle 11,000,000 to 
12,000,000 enplaned: passengers, 
and that the facility would 
reach this saturation level by 
1985-1987, with no further ex- 
pansion possible. 

Costs are estimated at 
$345,000,000 for development of 
an airport in the presently 
unurbanized area near 
Columbia-Waterloo—a new 
airport that could handle well in 
excess of 12 million enplaned 
passengers in the initial phase 
alone, with virtually unlimited 
expansion capability: 

Related highway costs for the 
Columbia-Waterloo site are set 
forth in the draft environmental 
impact statement. 

Distorted figures e: 
by certain opponents of the 
Columbia-Waterloo site do “not 
fairly reflect the highway costs 
attributable to the airport. 

Since you are aware of these 
technical facts, we will not 
further emphasize them here. 
Rather, we remind you of 
certain basic facts that have 
been well established. 

First, Lambert Field cannot 
be expanded to handle the long- 
term needs of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

Second, the Columbia- 
Waterioo location is the closest, 
most conveniently-located site 
with adequate capacity in the

St. Louis metropolitan area. 
It will offer access with the 
test ease and the least cost 
or the overwhelming majority 
of airport ‘users throughout the 
metropolitan area. 


Any alternative to Columbia- 
Waterloo would add to the 
ground transportation costs 
borne by the great majority of 
local users+both Missouri and 
Hlineis. 

Third, the costs for expanding 
Lambert would buy a facility 
with limited capabilities—a 
facility that simply will not 
meet the DOT's own criteria as 
set forth in the Nationa] Airport 
Systern Plan nor satisfy long- 
term demands, whereas costs 
for a new airport at Columbia- 
Waterloo would buy an ef- 
ficient, high-capacity airport 
that will serve local and 
national needs well into the 
twenty-first century. 

Fourth, even if federal funds. 
were made available for the 
high-cost, short-life and _en- 
vironmenially adverse ~ex- 
pansion of Lambert, there is no 
reason to assume that state, 
local and airline money would 
be available. 

And lastly, the chairman of 
the McDonnel]-Douglas Cor- 
poration has warned that an 
expanded Lambert will so 
constrain his facilities that 
perhaps as many as 18,000 jobs 
would have to be moved to 
another location, severely in- 
terrupting manufacture of 
military aircraft essential to 
this country and our allies, as 
well as depriving the St. Louis 
area of a major industry. 

In short, the facts do not 
support. the expand-Lambert 
position. 

In ‘contrast, the Columbia- 
Waterloo application’ meets all 
federal requirements; \and’ the 
best way to achieve the'benefits 
that the Columbia-Waterloo 
airport will bring. ba ahaa to 


years it will take to build a new 
airport, it is ‘essential that in- 
terim improvements be made to 
Lambert Field so that it can 
serve the region until a new 
airport is operational. 

For that reason, in addition to 
urging & prompt decision on the 

lumbia-Waterloo application; 
we also support a request for 
interim master planning for 
Lambert. 7 

Any further delay will only 
add to the federal, state, local, 
airline and individual costs— 
and burdens—of assuring for 
metropolitan St. Louis the kind 
of airport called for by your 
Department, and the kind of 
airport needed to help assure a 
sound future for the entire St. 
Louis area.

Fuel outlook 
called severe

Better pead this one with one 
eye~it’s bad: news. Fact is, our 
energy shortage is much worse 
than most people yet realize. 

T'll try to explain why, and 
suggest a few things you can do 
to prepare for what's coming. 

But the most important 
preparation of all is 
psychological. Life is not going 
to be “normal” fér any of us this. 
winter, 6r for the next few 
years. Accepling that and doing 
a little advance planning will 
minimize the effects. of the 
shocks when they. come. 

1. Why is the shortage so 
seridus, when we gét only six 

© cent of our petroleum needs 
rom the Arabs? 

You'll remember that we 
already had shortages of 
heating oi] last winter and 
gasoline last summer, even 
when Mid-Eastern oil was still 
available. ~ 

These shortages were 
caused~as ] have said before 
by a combination of bad 
government policies, which 
decreased the incentives to 
search for mew sources of 
natural gas and petroleum; 
-mistakes in forecasts of 
demand by the netroleum in- 
dustry, the’ effects on fuel 
Usage of new environntentel 
regulations, and our tremen- 
dous national appetite for 
energy of all kinds. 

Those earlier shortages were 
big enough to be noticeable, but 
no: more than a ral 
fuisance. ena 

Even under the best of con- 
itions, ‘they would have con- 
tinued for another year or two, 
And keeping them down to the 
“nuisance” level counted on our 
being able to import. refined: 
petroleum products from 
Europe and elsewhere: 

Then the Arabs cut down théir 
production. 

That had three effects: First, 
it cut off most of our ‘direct’ 
supplies from the Middle Bast. 
That's the six per cent. 

Second, it caused shortages in 
the rest of the world, which 
means we will not be able to buy.

Na, it’s not that simplé, un- © 
fortunately. There are some © 
activities that cannot be cut 
back al all, without disastrous 
consequences. 


Right now, for example, there 
dre spot shortages of the diesel 
fuel used for drilling oil wells, 
mining and transporting coal, 
and growing, processing, “and 
transporting food. Obviously. 
we cannot allow any of these 
activities to suffer, no matter 
‘what else does. 

There are other “‘priority" 
users too, such as bus lines, 
electric power generation. 
emergency vehicles, and heavy 
industry. 

Many people will 
automatically favor ‘‘con- 
Sumer" uses ahead of ‘‘in- 
dustrial” uses. But think a4 
moment. Heavy industry is 
where it all starts. If there is no 
steel, for example, there can be 
no automobiles, bicycles, » 
waghing machines, buildings, 
oil rigs, etc. 

Think, toa, about the things 
that are made from copper. 
aluminum, glass, concrete, 
wood, and so on. 

Now think about 
out of work in all 
dustries that make 
products, and all of the in- 
dustries thet sell or use or © 
service these products. 

Frightening, ‘isn't it? And 
you're just beginning to get an 
idea of the size of the problem. 

What it inevitably es to is 
that the average citizen is 
seing to have to bear the brunt 
of t cutbacks—not to the 
dégree of freezing in the winter, 
but certainly to the extent of a 
sharply curtailed life style: 

Comforts we have come to 
take for granted will become 
tare, and our valued mobility 
will just about disappear. This

Do whatever you can now to 
reduce your energy con- 
sumption—not only bécause it’s 
the patriotic thing to do at the 
Mornent, but because we will 
soon have no choice.

Cut down on 
automobile trips. Set 
thermostat lower. Above all, 
itnprove the insulation of your 
house as much as you can.

Yationing is the best way to cut 
down consumption, but we must 
éut down somehow. 

There ‘are only two alter- 
fiatives. to. direct rationing: 
Increase the ice throug! 
direct price Hosets or. through 
high: fuel taxes. Neither is 
‘pleasant to contemplate, but 
that’s the way things are right 
fhow, 

As I Said, better prepare for 
thé worst. It's coming.

Venice school 
fuel concern 


Venice'students may have to 
attend school only four days a 
week, should an anticipated 
shortage of fuel develop as 
expected, members of the 
Venice Board of Education 
were informed at a meeting last 
week, No decision was 
revealed. 

Contingency, plans were 
reviewed after Assistant Supt. 
Robert N. Vickers reported that 
a critical situation could have 
developed last week, when it 
was believed the tanks might 
run out of fuel before Monday 
and. a supply was not im- 
mediately available. 

Pleasant weather with higher 
temperatures than normal at 
this time of year enabled the 
crisis to be averted, hé said. 

Vickers estimated that 1,100 
gallons of fuel oil are needed per 
week to heat the building on 
Broadway, which houses both 
the Venice High School and 
Grade School. 

A recommended 68 degree 
maximum temperature would 
be difficult to maintain in the 
grade school, Vickers said, 
noting that furnace controls 
“are. shot and temperatures 
cannot be properly regulated in 
the classrooms. One room is 
90 degrees while another may 
be 65,”’ he said. 

Children may be asked to 
bring sweaters to school and 
keep them in lockers, and the 
custodial staff has been told to 
shut heat off at noon and turn on 
furnaces at 5 a.m. instead of 3 
a.m. as previously practiced, he 
said 


Miss Irene Hackett, a high 
school teacher, said’ faculty 
members concerned about the 
fuel shortage have been 
discussing various options in 
heating the school building. 

One plan reviewed by the 
leachers, which she said 
generally appeared acceptable, 


would extend present school 
hours by. one hour and 15 
minutes daily and reduce class 
sessions to four days per week. 

She estimated that the four- 
day week would save 60 per cent 
in heating fuel by allowing the 
building to be heated for four 
half-days, instead of operating 
furnaces on a five-day basis, 
plus an added 20 per cent saving 
in gasoline used in vehicles 
traveling to and from school 

The hours proposed were 
from 7:30 a.m. until 4 p.m. , or 
from 8 a.m. until 4:30 p.m. Total 
hours would meet the school 
attendance requirements, Miss 
Hackett said. 

Board members agreed that 
should the fuel situation worsen 
as anticipated, such a plan 
might be feasible and should be 
further explored.
